BOISE - Bad news for Twin Falls; 
Jerome. Boise, and Coeur d’Alenc'Micron 
boosters: The technology giant will be 
building its new SI .3 billion computer chip 
factory outside the Gem State. 

Steve Appleton, the chairman of Micron 
Technology, Incorporated, announced his 
company’s short list at an afternoon press 
conference Monday. It includes Omaha, 
Neb.; Oklahoma City; and Utah County, 
Utah. 

Appleton said Micron’s board narrowed 
its choices Monday morning. The deciding . 
factors: All three cities have good roads, 
ample water resources, and strong schools. 
The factory will bring 3,500 high-tech jobs 
to one of the cities. 

The choice was not easy, Appleton said. 
“The quality of sites and the efforts of all 
of the people we interacted with were out- 
standing, making this a very difficult situa- 
tion,” Appleton said. “Wc truly appreciate 
the support and assistance of all of the 
communities involved.” 

Micron hopes "within the next fc\y 
. weeks to come to a final determination,” 
Appleton said.

Driver draws 
sentence for 
manslaughter

.TWIN FALLS - Two orphans interrupt- 
ed their stepfather's sentencing hearing 
Monday with shouts and sobs, os the judge 
tried to send an anti-drunken driving mes- 
sage to a roomful of visiting junior high 
students. 

"You took my mother away from me, I 
hate you," one daughter cried before run- 
ning from the courtroom. 

Monday, 5th District Judge Daniel 
Mechl sentenced Juan Fernando Nino of 
Kimberly for rolling a pickup, killing his 
wife and leaving her nine children or- 
phaned.' ‘ 

Calling it a textbook case of why people 
shouldn't drink and drive, Mcehl told the 
(O'Leary Junior High School students to 
.remember Nino's predicament when they 
get their own licenses. 

In a deal with prosecutors, Nino pleaded 
guilty to vehicular manslaughter. 

Nino must spend six months at the 
Northern Idaho Correctional Institution, a 
military-likc boot camp, then he may re- 
ceive four years probation or five years in 
prison, Mechl said. 

During the sentencing, one son started 
sobbing uncontrollably, then bolted for the 
courtroom door. The daughter rose to her 
feet, pointing and yelling out a tirade of 
Spanish at her stepfather before finishing 
in English.

Heavy snow piles up in Northwest, Plains, Great Lakes areas 


Heavy snow piled up around the Great Lakes Monday, 
stranding motorists in upsiaie New York, while n fresh storm 
system blew into the Northwcsi with rain, snow and wind up 
lo 100 mph. 

Snow fell at n rate of several inches an hour in parts of 
New York along lakes Eric and Ontario, closing schools 
Monday in the snowbclts around Buffalo and north of Syra- 
cuse. Blowing snow closed parts of Inlerstale 81 north of 
Syracuse. 

Wind picked up moisture from the Great Lakes npd 
dropped it os “lake cfTccl" snow on parts of Michigan anil 
New York state. 

A low pressure system centered off the Oregon coast 
kicked up rain, snow and wind across Oregon and Washing- 
ton and into Northern California, northern Nevada and Ida- 
ho. 

Up to 6 inches of snow fell by midday over Oregon's 
Coast Range, with 4 to 8 inches overnight further inland 


around Hcppncr and Umatilla. Up to 4 inches fell in central 
and southern Idaho. 

Heavy rain fell in parts of Northern California, changing 
to snow at elevations as low as 500 feet, with 6 inches re- 
ported near Laytonvillc in Mendocino County. Redding re- 
ported .83 inch of rain. * 

Wind whipped across the upper ridges of the Sierra Neva- 
da in the Lake Tahoe region at 80 to 100 mph. 

A storm that left up to 5 feet of snow in the Colorado 
Rockies during the weekend had moved onto the Plains. In 
western Kansas, up to 10 inches of snow was reported 
around Garden City and Oighton. , 

Highways through some mountain passes in Colorado 
were closed Monday while crews blasted away potential 
avalanches. More than 60 avalanches were reported during 
the weekend, and one cross-country skier was killed and an- 
other was missing. 

New storm warnings were in effect for parts of Colorado 
through today as the new storm approached from the North-

WASHINGTON (AP) — Senator, 
meet the Big Thro automakers. 

Since the November Republican 
landslide, Michigan’s freshman Sen. 
Spencer Abraham has experienced a 
S30.000 surge in donations from his 
state's biggest industry. 

During the campaign, the Big Three 
had hedged their bets heavily in favor 
of Abraham's opponent. Bob CatT, 
giving the former Democratic House 
member $68,000 to just S3 1, 100 to 
Abraham, according to Federal 
Election Commission records. 

But _ s 1 nc C”E!e'c t ion" 'DayT'th'e ' 
automakers have changed gears in 
favor of the new Republican senator, 
who landed a spot on the influential 
Senate Budget Committee. 

Abraham's good fortune is part of a 
political ritual that occurs at the end of 
each election cycle. 

That's when special interest groups 
and executives pour hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars into the coffers of win- 
ning lawmakers they may have given 
little or nothing to before the election. 

“Oii;thc part of the donor, it's a 


pragmatic decision," said Joshua 
Goldstein, an analyst with the Center 
for Responsive Politics, a non-partisan 
Washington group that studies cam- 
paign finance. 

"It's a matter of getting the money 
into theftands of a sitting legislator 
who is going to have influence on the 
legislation the donor cares about," he 
said. 

The Republicans* historic win has 
made the trend even more noticeable 
this yeah - 

Over the years. Democrats who con- 
trolled Congress had ~6iitrais6d~ 
Rcpublicans in PAC donations by 
abouta2-to-l margin. But that has all 
changed since the election. 

In the Senate, seven of the top 10 
PAC recipients from Nov. 29 through 
Dee. 31 were Republicans, led by 
freshman Sen. Bill Frist of Tennessee 
with $103,009. 

He Was followed by fellow 
Republican Sens. Rick Snntorum of 
Pennsylvania (S89.304). and Abraham 
($48,400) and Mike DeWine of Ohio 
($42,453) 


Abraham makes the perfect ease 
study of what happens w hen an indus- 
try puts its money on the wrong candi- 
date before ori election, 
r Leading the automakers' poSt-elec- 
tlon surge waf Chrysler, whose execu- 
tives gave Abraham more than $17,500 
after giving him just S2.500 during the 
campaign. 

The donations included 1 1 from top 
Chrysler officials over a two-day peri- 
od in December. 

Among the maximum SI. 000 con- 
tributors were ChrysIcrQhairman 
■RobcfrJrEatonrPrcsidenPRobcn-A- 
Lutz and two vice presidents. 

Eaton previously had given 
$1,000 to Care, who hasn’t gotten a 
dime from the automakers since the 
election. 

For those, like Abraham, -who fin- 
ished the election with debt* the surge 
is welcomed. 

Abraham reported collecting a 
healthy $160,500 in PAC and individ- 
ual donations since Election Day. Most 
came in after he sent out a "standard 
letter for debt retirement," according to 


campaign manager Michael Hudomc. 

“We did have auto executives 
who knew we had a campaign debt 
ahd reached out to retire it," 
Hudomc said. 

Rita McKay. Chrysler's rttanngcr 
of corporate media relations, said 
the donations from Chrysler execu- 
tives were given independent of the 
company. * 

"Some of our officers had learned 
ofa campaign debt that Abraham 
had and one of our officers took, it 
upon himself to ask other officers if 
they-were-interestod in-donating^-- 
she said. 

Chrysler's PAC did not give any 
money to Abraham. But the PACs 
for Ford and General Motors came 
up big after the election. 

. GM’s PAC donated $7,500 at the 
end of the year to raise its uyal to 
Abraham to $10,000, the maximum 
amount a PAC can give a candidate 
in an election cycle.

Appeals court upholds federal clinic access law 


RICHMOND, Va. (AP) — A fed- 
eral appeals court upheld the low 
against blocking access to abortion 
clinics Monday, rejecting arguments 
that the law infringes on free-speech 
rights. 

The three-judge panel’s unani- 
mous ruling in two eases, brought 
by an anti-abortion group and a pro- 
tester, is the first appellate decision 
on thS act President Clinton signed 
into law on May 26, 1994. 

One challenge was filed by Joyce 
Woodall, an abortion protester who 
was arrested after kneeling in prayer 
at the door of a Falls Church clinic. 

The second was filed by' the 


American Life League, o Stafford 
anti-abortion group. The league's 
lawyer argued that protesters can say 
anything they want as long as they 
don’r threaten or assault people or 
block entrances. 

Judge M. Blanc Michael, writing 
for the 4th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals, said the law protects peo- 
ple seeking or providing abortions 
without infringing on anyone's First 
Amendment rights. 

The act "strikes a balance among 
competing rights holders" while 
"those opposed to abortion or to any 
other reproductive health service 
retain the freedom to express their 


deeply-held moral or religious viejws 
in a peaceful, non-obstructive way,” 
Michael wrote. 

Ms. Woodall’s lawyer, Wendell 
R. Bird, said he will ask the U.S. 
Supreme Court for a review. 

"A protester can block a nuclear 
power facility entrance and that’s 
not a federal crime. A protester can 
block the cutting of old trees in a 
forest and that's' not a federal 
crime,” he said. “But if a protester 
docs the exact same action in front 
of an abortion clinic, they arc on dif- 
ferent grounds where the rules 
change and it is a crime." 

But in its ruling, the appeals court 


said the protesters' agenda is irrele- 
vant. 

"The Act forbids the obstructive 
conduct not because of the content 
of any message that conduct might 
convey, but because of its harmful 
effects,” Michael wrote. 

The 4th Circuit delayed considera- 
tion of one issue in the ease of Ms. 
Woodall, who argued that the act is 
unconstitutional befcauscirnutho- 
rizes prior restraints on speech. 

The 4th Circuit said the issue was 
raised prematurely. 

Violators of the law face prison 
terms of six months to life and fines 
of up to $250,000.

The survey, to be released Tuesday, 
found 75 percent of Americans don’t 
believe they could catch a sexually 
.transmitted disease, even though doc- 
tors diagnose 12 million new cases — 
not counting AIDS — every year. 

The survey marks the release of a 
new booklet, developed by a coali- 
tion of medical organizations, with 
explicit instructions for detecting 
the often hidden symptoms of sexu- 
al diseases.

Fish friends fear 
new salmon plan 


Lawmakers demand 
end to N shipments

TWIN FALLS - Idaho's water probably 
will be squandered to keep hydroelectric tur- 
bines spinning in Washington and Oregon this 
year - and endangered Snake River salmon 
won’t be any bener off, fish advocates say. 

Soon-to-bc-rclcascd federal plans for Idaho 
salmon will almost certainly seek a lot of 
Snake River water - just like last year - but 
will continue to use it inefficiently, said 
Charlie Ray. of Idaho Rivers United. 

Next week, the National Marine Fisheries 
Service is expected to release a final biological 
opinion and a draft recovery plan for the 
salmon. The fish arc bom in the mountain 
streams and lakes of central Idaho, but make 
their way to the sea os they evolve into salt- 
water animals. 

The federal plan may attempt to put NMFS 
in control of federal reservoirs in Idaho, said 
Pat Ford, Boise-based member of the Save 
Our Wild Salmon Coalition. If that happens, 
the federal fish agency will decide the timing 
and amounts of release from American Falls 
and Palisades reservoirs. 

Judging by the draft biological opinion, the 
final NMFS vetsion will likely seek about 2.6 
million acre-feet of Idaho water in 1995 - the 
same amount as last year. Ford said. 


Reservoirs were virtually emptied by the end 
iff the 1994 irrigation season. 

— Only 800,000 acre- feet would be enough - 
if salmon smojts are left in the river and four 
reservoirs in Washington arc "drawn down” 
for two months every spring, he said. 

U.S. Sens. Larry Craig and Dirk 
Kempthome, both R-Idaho, nre opposed to 
drawdowns. They advocate the use of barges 
to haul smelts around dams. 

Craig and Kempthome maintain there isn’t 
enough “good science" to support drawdowns, 
but many fisheries experts disagree. 

A drawdown reduces the amount of water 
in a reservoir, thus boosting water velocity and 
speeding smolts on their journey to the sea. 

Attempting to “flush" Idaho water through 
full reservoirs downstream is wasteful ond 
ineffective, advocates said, because smolts are 
scooped out of the river, loaded into barges, 
and hauled around the dams. 

"Barging, as a practice, is tied to the use of 
Idaho water," Ford said, adding that continued 
barging equals continued reliance oh Idaho 
water. C 

Drawing down four reservoirs on the lower 
Snake - outside Idaho - for two months in the 
spring, and then refilling them, would require 
only about 800,000 acre-feet of water, said 
John Keys, regional director of the Bureau of

BOISE - House Majority Leader 
Bruce Newcomb, R-Burley,-askcd-his. 
collcagucs Monday to vigorously oppose 
efforts by the federal government to 
make Idaho a storage site for up to 1,800 
shipments of spent nuclear fuel. 

Although federal officials have stated 
that Idaho shouldn't be the nation’s per- 
manent nuclear waste dump, many - 
including Newcomb - worry that nation- 
al politicians will lack the resolve to 
remove waste once it arrives. The con- 
cern "is that once it gets here it stays 
here forever," Newcomb told the House. 

State representatives responded by 
unanimously endorsing House 
Concurrent Resolution 10. 

That resolution says that all shipments 
of spent nuclear fuel into Idaho should 
be halted "until meaningful progress is 
made on the search for a permanent 
repository for government-owned spent 
fuel." 

Despite meetings between Gov. Phil 
Batt and high-ranking federal officials - 
and plenty of assurances from 
Washington, D.C., Newcomb maintains 
a healthy level of skepticism. 

Noting that officials convinced Batt to 
take eight shipments of nuclear waste -

and kept quiet about the imminent 
arrival of 1,800 additional shipments - 
Newcomb questioned their credibility.

Newcomb's colleagues said their vote 
sends a message to the nation's capital,

"There's some real ambivalence when 
it comes to INEL," Stubbs sat'd. "We 
don't want to alienate one of the most 
important players in the Idaho economy.

TWIN FALLS - Idaho has $8 mil- 
lion set aside for substance-abuse edu- 
cation, but state Rep. Celia Gould 
wants to rechannel half of it into juve- 
nile-justice programs. 

Gould, R-Buhl, says that since a 
large percentage of juvenile crime is 
drug-related, "It seemed like a natural 
fit.V_ . ..... _ 

But opponents say Gould’s legisla- 
tion swipes money from n goodcause. 
They’d like her to look for another rev- 
enue source. 

That may not be ensy. With $40 mil- 
lion already committed for property tax 
relief, the Legislature doesn’t have 
^mauy-'Othcr sources to choose from. 
~And most lawmakers arc loathe to pass 
new taxes. 

The substance-abuse fund was' creat- 
ed by the 1994 Legislature, which 
raised cigarette taxes 10 cents a pack to 
pay for it. It squeaked through the 
Senate with a one-vote margin, and its 
original backers hate to see the pro- 
gram slashed before it even gets off the 
ground. 

But Gould says paying for prevention 
and cures with the cigarette tax haB 
merit. “Work oitboth ends of the prob- 
lem,” she suggests. 

Under her idea, half the $8 million 
would help teach public-school stu- 
dents about the dangers of drugs, alco-

Flood study says ecosystem at risk

KETCHUM - An $18,000 flood mit- 
igation study along a stretch of the Big 
Wood River concludes, “the river’s 
ecosystem is at risk from imprudent 
land use and external impacts.” 

The federally-funded study was com- 
pleted in January and presented to the 
Blaine County Commission recently. 

Thirty years ago, no houses were 
built along the five-mile stretch of 
river studied between Kctchum’s 
sewage treatment plant to the East 
Fork Bridge. Now, 160 houses line the 
banks. Commissioner Tom Blanchard 
estimated 200 more buildable lots 
exist. 

“With the rapid increase in residential 
population and burgeoning tourist indus-

try,’ the river’s ecosystem is at risk from 
imprudent land use and external 
impacts,” the report concluded. 

The study was funded with Federal

Scalidi and Barbara Heller, in associa- 
tion with MPE Inc., Mary Ann Mix 
arid Lawrence Young.

The study recommends that riparian 
areas be viewed and governed as an 
overlay zone or district as opposed to— 
the “arbitrary and more politically 
expedient setback approach.” 

Hailey and Ketchum have 25-foot 
setbacks for the Big Wood River, the 
county has a 75-foot setback. 


Mother who hit children faces charges

TWIN FALLS - A woman whom police 
say slapped and hit her two young sons at a 
hospital wns charged Monday with two 
felony counts ofinjury to a child. 

Elizabeth S. Hilton posted a $1,500 bond 
from the Twin Falls County' Jail Monday 
evening. She must avoid contacting her three 
children, and will be represented by a public 
defender, according to court minutes. 

Police went to the clinic after two people 
saw Hilton strike her 4- and 5-year-old 
’ heads on Sundny-at about 7:30 p.m.. 


according to an affidavit by Detective 
Chuck Dudley of the Twin Falls Police 
Department 

At one point, Hilton struck one boy so 
hard that he was thrown forward while she 
held pnto his arm, the affidavit said. Hilton 
left the clinic by the time police arrived, 
but police found her walking home with the 
children, who wore no coats or winter 
clothing in below-freezing temperatures. 

Later examination by a doctor revealed 
that both boVs had bruises on their faces. 
The 4-yerir-old boy had bruises along his 
left arm and dried feces in his underwear, 1 
the 5 -year-old had a large red mark on the 


back of his neck, perhaps inflicted by a 
rope or thin cord, the doctor said, according 
to the affidavit. 

The boys told police that Hilton drinks a 
lot, hits them regularly and throws them 
into walls. Hilton, who police said seemed 
“highly intoxicated,” said she hit them

From the standpoint of hydroelectric 
production in Washington and Oregon 
- and big energy customers like the 
aluminum industry - drawdowns are 
bad news because less water is avail- 
able to spin turbines. 

Aside from modest increases in elec- 
tric bills, the only effect drawdowns 
would have in Idaho would be felt at 
the Port of Lewiston - which would be 
idled for two months in the spring.

DECLO - Over-crowding in the 
city’s schools could be cased, said 
Cassia County Schcfol Board offi- 
cials Monday, evening. 

School Board Chairman Kent 
Fletcher outlined for nearly 50 
r esidents the district’s S21‘.9 mil- 
lion bond proposal that voters will 
decide in March. It calls for u new 
high school in Dcclo and one in 
Burley and a regional education 
technical center. in the old Burley 
High School. 

A new high school would alle- 
viate over-crowding in Declo’s 
junior high and elementary 
schools, which the high school 
uses, Fletcher said. 

The plan for Dcclo is to build a 
new high school on neighboring 
property. According to Assistant 
Superintendent Jerry Doggett, the 
district has an option to purchase 
for the Declo site. 

Dcclo's new high school would 
• be built to accommodate 350 stu- 
dents, Doggett said. Some people 
have questioned how a new school 
would accommodate growth when 
enrollment already is at 320 stu- 
dents, Doggett said. But the dis- 
trict projects thnt 10 percent of its 
juniors and seniors will be bussed 
to the technical center in Burley to 
receive vocational training, he 
said. 

A kitchen for all grudes would 
be built on the Dcclo school 
grounds. Doggett described 
Dcclo’s multi-purpose room as 
too small and simply inadequate. 

Dcolo parent Jim Janak said the 
bond is a good investment. 

“1 think it’s realistic, and it 
needs to be done. It’s going to be 
a situation of ’have-to’ in the near 
future if it doesn't pass now," 
Janak said. 

However, the idea of rising 
property taxes has people con- 
cerned. Oakley parent £cott 
Bedke came to Dcclo’s meeting 


since he Wasn’t able to attend 
Oakley’s last week. 

"The school board has done a 
good job dcliniating the needs of 
the area, but it always boils down 
to money,” Bedke said. “It’s just 
one more expense that's going to 
be borne on S3 wheat, S3 potatoes 
and 70 cent calves." Bedke said 
he wo uld he m ore i n f avor of n 
sales or head tax. 

In Burley, Fletcher said land 
was purchased last week for a new 
high school. Price Poulton and 
Co. realtors “gave’’ 30 acres four 
miles south of Burley High j 
Schdol to the district for S45.000, 
Fletcher said. The property is val- 
ued between S200.000 and 
$300,000, he said. 

The district had looked at pur- 
chasing property on the cost side 
of the city, which would have 
required it to bus students to. the 
high school track and stadium and 
technical center in south Burley, 
Fletcher said. 

According to Doggett, the land 
purchase was a deal the district 
couldn’t pass up. 

"We thought it was in the dis- 
trict’s best interest to purchase 
while it was available,” even if the I 
bond should fail, Doggett said. 

If the bond passes, the district has 
an option to purchase 20 acres from 
Alma Turner cast of the high school 
between the gymnasium and football 
field and the home of Richard 
Clconc Moncur, Fletcher said. * 

During the presentation, 
Fletcher said original plans for 
improvements at Oakley and Rafi 
River high schools could see 
changes. Oakley residents have 
asked that SI. 5 million designated 
for their school be used toward a 
new school, and some Rafi River 
residents have said thnt their 
librniy is a priority not targeted by 
the district's proposal. 

“If they wont to change, we’re 
willing to work it out. But we will 
stick to the budgeted amount,” 
Fletcher said.

SANDPOINT (AP) — Idaho’s 
courtrooms have been closed to the 
public for 16 ycare, but that changes 
on Wednesday. .' 

The Idaho Supreme Court has 
voted to allow camera crews and 
newspaper photographers in lhc 
courtroom on a one-year experimental 
basis. 

.’’l-don’t know how anyone actually 
prepares to deal with this, but we 
hope to provide our judges with the 
i necessary tools,’’ Chief Justice 
. Charles MeDevitt said. 

The rule gives presiding judges 
control over photographers. Judges 
can limit the number of cameras or 
even prohibit coverage in the court- 
room at their discretion. 

“It docs place a lot of responsibility 
on judges, but that’s right where it 
belongs,” said 1st District Judge 
James Michaud. 

The ruling said the presiding judge 
can limit coverage or photography 
when the interest of justice requires it. 
A judge's decision regarding cover- 
age cannot be repealed.

The U.S. Judicial Conference, tile -27-judge 
group that makes policy for the federal courts, 
voted in September to restore its flat ban on elec- 
tronic coverage in federal courtrooms. 

The conference took that action despite a 
generally favorable evaluation by its own 


committee of the 1991 -93 experiment. 

\ After several conference members urged recon- 
sideration of the September decision, the confer- 
ence’s Comrfiittcc on Court Administratiop and 
Case Management was asked whether it wanted 
to revive the issue.

Judicial Conference spokesman David 
Sellers said Monday that the ABA action had 
been expected but probably would not lead to- 


any amendment to the December memo. 

“I think the (December) action docs not neces- 
sarily indicate that cameras in the courtroom has 
no future in the federal judiciary, but it has no 
future at this specific time,” Sellers said. 

But at least two conference members, appeals 
court chief judges Jon O. Newman and Gilbert S. 
Merritt, arc known to be enthusiastic supportcrs < 
of reviving the experiment. Judicial sources who 
asked not to be named said they likely wbuld 
raise the mailer once again at the conference's 
next meeting, in March.

They 
would then advance up Route 7 toward 
Tagatay Ridge, the main physical 
obstacle to the capital. As the glider- 
men approached the ridge, the 51 1th 
Parachute Infantry Regiment and the 
457th Parachute Artillery would air 
drop onto Tagatay, clearing the way 
for the ground advance. 

The plan worked, though not enough 
air transports were available to land all 
the paratroopers at once. And then 
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most missed the drop zone, landing 
five miles from it. But this bad luck 
was overcome by good, as the 
Japanese had been pulled forward to 
meet the overland advance of the 1 87th 
and 188th regiments. leaving no one to 
garrison the ridge. Another route to 
Manila was open — and another divi- 
sion was in the race. , 

The battle for the city would not be 
easy. The Japanese commander, Lt.

But after Yamashita withdrew, 
Japanese Rear Admiral Sanji Iwabuchi 
brought 17,000 Marines and naval 
troops into the city and pledged to fight 
to the death and destroy the city in the 
process.

by block in a battle that raged until 
March 3. 

The Paco Railroad Station was 
defended by 300 Japanese, well armed 
with machine-guns, three 20-mm can- 
non and heavy mortars. Private first 
class John Reese was with the 148th 
Infantry Regiment of the 37th Infantry 
Division. When his platoon was pinned 
down 100 yards from the station, 
Reese and another soldier advanced . 
through enemy fire to a house that 
gave them a field of fire into the enemy 
positions. 

They killed 35 of the enemy before 
moving even closer. They intercepted a 
reinforcement group and gunned down 
40 soldiers. They then advanced to 
within 20 yards of the station. 

Reese drew enemy fire on his posi- 
tion so that his comrade could knock 
out one of the 20-mm cannons and a 
machine-gun nest with grenades.

Foster fight is really

The Republi can Part y’s relig ious 
wing has been itching to'drag the 
GOP into the anti-abortion quick- 
sand.

Though valuable to right- 
wing fund raising, the issue is a lia- 
bility that shadows GOP candidates 
in general elections. 

It shadows the new GOP Congress, 
too. If voters perceive a congressional 
yen to monkey with abortion rights, 


1 996 could be a tou gh year for GOP_ 
incumbents. 

The threat is even deeper than that.* 
The Christian Coalition’s Ralph Reed 
said last week that religious conser- 
vatives won’t back the GOP presi- 
dential ticket next year if cither can- 
didate supports abortion rights. 

Bowing to that kind of litmus test 
could doom GOP. ambitions of being 
a true majority party. It would set the 
party op the same path of interest- 
group pandering that has demolished 
the Democrats’ national competitive- 
ness. 

Republicans have no legitimate 
beef with Henry Foster. He may not 
be the ideal surgeon general, but he is 
an honorable man and a competent 
physician. That his career as a gyne- 
cologist included legal abortions is 
neither disqualifying nor even sur- 
prising. 

Furthermore, whether the Christian 
Coalition likes it or not, Bill Clinton _ 
is still president, He retains the right 
(within reasonable litflits) to nomi- 
nate as he sees fit. 

No, the Foster debate is not about 
Foster at all. Rather, it is a volley in 
the ongoing war for control of the- 
Rcpublican Party. The true issue is: 
Will the GOP promote conservative 
ideals by winning national elections, 
or will it blunder into quixotic ideo- 
logical cnisadcs? 

Senators who prefer the former will 
support Dr. Foster’s confirmation. 
Idaho’s Craig and Kcmpthorne 
should be among them.

At the present time, about 19 percent of the 
electrical energy generated in the United States 
of America is produced by nuclear power.

Those trying to ram through the appoint- 
ment of Henry W. Foster Jr. as surgeon gen- 
eral say the abortions he performed and his .

This reasoning is what is wrong with our 
culture.

Does this mean NOW can be expected to 
withdraw its support of Foster? No, because . 
abortion is more important to NOW than - 
forced sterilization. 

In defending the administration’s choice 
of Foster and his sterilizations of the retard- 
ed, Health and Human Services Secretary 
Donna Shalaln said, “Medicine has changed 
.... In the ‘60s (Foster did) a procedure that 
was legal at the time." She is certainly right 
abou! medicine changing. Throughout most 
of the profession’s history a doctor swore an 
oath never to perform or assist in an abor- 
tion. When the Supreme Court ruled in 1973 
that abortion could not be made illegal, Hip- 



pocrates was rewritten along with the law. 

Wc’vc seen before what happens when 
medicine changes based on shifting moral 
standards rather than absolutes. The eugen- 
ics movement came of age in the 1930s, and 
its practice of ensuring sound offspring was 
.nowhere more effectively applied than in 
Germany. 

When the Prussian Council on Health m& 
on July. 2, 1932, its goal was to relate eugen- 
ics to public welfare. (Isn’t that what the Dr. 
Fosters of our time do with the “unfit" and 
the unborn?) According to members present 
who reported on the meeting, “the legal ap- 
proval of a strict eugenic sterilization (not f 
castration), under suitable controls, is de- j 
manded.” • " f 

On July 14, 1933. the Law for the Preven- 
tion of Hereditary Disease in Posterity was 
enacted, effectively legalizing voluntary and 
forced sterilization for individuals with af- 
flictions defined by the state os contributing 
to a dilution of the gene pool. This law was 
necessary, according to its backers, to guard 
against an explosion of “defective" people 
•who might soon outnumber and overrun the 
"normal” Germans. 

The Journal of the American Medical As- 


sociation carried an article in its Sept. 9, 

1933, issue colled "Sterilization to improve 
the Race,” which helped form part of the ra- 
tionale accompanying the sterilization law: 
“Countless individuals of inferior type and 
possessing serious hereditary defects are 
propagating unchecked, with the result that 
their diseased progeny becomes a burden to 
society and is threatening, within three gener- 
ations, to overwhelm completely the valuable 
strata ... sterilization is the only sure means of 
preventing the further hereditary transmission 
of mental disease and serious defects." 

Accepted medical procedure at the time. 

Perhaps during Foster's confirmation 
hearing (if the nomination gets that far) 
someone might ask him what caused the 
changfc in accepted medical procedure of 
sterilization and whether he now views that 
practice as wrong and immoral. 

Someone might also ask him if, in view of 
the history of Germany, acceptability and le- 
gality ought to be the only criteria by which 
a physician decides whether to engage in 
certain practices. Might abortion, like steril- 
ization, someday be regarded -with the honor 
and revulsion we now feci about once ac- 
cepted medical procedures in Germany? 

The goal of public health should be pre- 
serving the welfare of the least fortunate and 
the weakest, from the unborn to the mentally 
and physically handicapped, That is accept- 
ed medical procedure.

DRESDEN, Germany (AP) — 
Flying 19,000 feet over Dresden, the 
British navigator saw his plane's fire' 
bombs spin through the night sky. 

Colin Campbell was aboard one of 
772 Lancaster bombers that set the city 
on fire 50 years ago. 

“We were told during the briefing 
Dresden was an important railway and 
communications center," said 
Campbell. 

No mention was made that Dresden 
was airily of palaces and other archi- 


Two British air raids on Feb. 13, 


1945, and one by the Americans the 
next day left the city in ruins. An 
estimated 35,000 people died in the 
bombings and resulting firestorm. 

On Monday, . hundreds of 
Americans, Britons and’ Germans 
gathered to remember the dead and 
try to heal the lingering wounds. 

. The military chiefs of the three 
countries — U.S. Gen. John 
Shaliknshvili, British Field Marshal 
Peter Inge and German military 
chief Gen. Klaus Naumnnn — laid' 
wreaths at a cemetery where the 
unidentified remains of thousands 


were buried in moss graves. 

Several hundred Germans, many of 
them elderly survivors of the fircbomb- 
ing, walked quietly to the wooded 
Heidehof cemetery, where they placed 
flowers at a martilc monument with the 
inscription, "How many died, no one 
knows for sure.” 

German President Roman Herzog 
reminded those present that it was a 
time of "remembering and mourn- 
ing, not of revenge and hate," and 
said the bombardment could not be 
morally weighed against other acts 
of war.

Debate revives over Israeli executions 

TEL AVIV, Israel — Allegations that Israeli soldiers have orders to kill 
wounded enemies have been rekindled by the death of an officer reported- 
ly mistaken for a Lebanese guerrilla and shot by his comrades.

Senate votes to extend right-to-work law 


BOISE (AP) — Senate Republicans 
voted Monday to extend Idaho's 1986 
right-to-work law to public employees. 

The move left many lawmakers 
unclear on the ramifications. “ 

The 21-14 vote came after OOP Sen. 
Rod Beck of Boise, the bill's chief 
sponsor, headed off a proposed modifi- 
cation by the Democratic minority and 
its handful of Republican allies. 

That coalition sought to consider 
including in the legislation authority 
Tor unions to collect a so-called "fair- 
shore" fee from noumembers to cover 
the costs of contract negotiations with 
employers. 

"It would strip the current right-to- 
work statute of its meaning." Beck 
argued. The law, ratified by voters in 
1986, prohibits compulsory union 
membership os a condition of contin- 
ued employment. 

The bill is identical to one vetoed in 
1990 by thcn-Democrntic Gov. Cecil 
Andros as "nothing more titan unnec- 
cssaiy mischief making." 

This time it was targeted at stopping 
the arrangement between the Boise 
;School District and its teachers* union 
for a negotiated pool of cash from 
which all teachers can have dues paid 
to professional organizations. The 
Boise Education Association is the 
largest beneficiary, but the tigreement 
‘does not preclude teachers disagreeing

NEW YORK (AP) - Baseball own- 
ers will again offer contracts to 
unsigned major leaguers Friday but 
won’t agree to salary arbitration and 
won’t let players, teams or agents 
negotiate. 

Monday’s decision by the owners 
appears to leave striking major lea- 
guers and teams at a standstill while 
both sides wait for collective bargain- 
ing to resume. Spring training is to 
start Thursday with minor leaguers and 
replacement players. 

"Wc, the (Player Relations 
Committee)^ ale prepared to negotiate 
with them on wages, hours and work- 
ing conditions over any major league 
players," management lawyer Rob 
Manfred said. “Individual teams may 
not negotiate with individual players in 
the bargaining unit." 

Just 234 of the approximately 


1,100 players on 40-man rosters 
have signed major league contracts. 
When owners implemented their 
salary cop Dec. 23, they offered con- 
tracts under the new system. But 
owners rescinded the salary cap Feb. 
6. after the National Labor Relations 
Board said it was prepared to issue 
an unfair labor practice complaint 
charging that owners illegally 
imposed the system. 

The union has filed renewed unfair 
labor practice charges, alleging that 
owners failed to restore the old rules 
when the salary cap was withdrawn. A 
decision by the NLRB is expected 
before the end of the month. 

Owners say they don’t have to go 
forward with arbitration because it isn’t 
a mandatory subject of bargaining 
under the National Labor Relations 
Act

Stocks eke out minor gains in ‘dull’ session 


NEW YORK — The slock market moved 
ahead modestly Monday during a dull session 
in, which investors dithered while awaiting 
sensitive economic data. 

The Dow Jones industrial average, which 
didn't stray far from the breakeven point for 
the first half of the session, perked up in the 
afternoon and ended near its highest reading of 
the day. It rose 1 5. 14 to 3,954.2 1 . 

— But thc-biuc-chip gauge fared better than tlie- 
broadcr measures. The New .York Stock 
Exchange composite index finished almost flat 
at 261.85, up 0.05. Standard & Poor's 500 
stock index failed to sustain a lead that 


brought it near. its record of 482.00.’ It inched 
up 0.1 9 to 481.65. _ 

Only about 50 stocks separated advancing 
and declining issues on the Big Board, with 
1,144 up, 1,091 down and 726 unchanged.. 
Volume on the Big Board’s floor came to 
255.13 million shares as of 4 p.m. eastern time, 
down from 295.56 million on Friday and far 
below the heavy amounts of recent sessions. 

Beyond the Big Board, the story was simi- 
lar. The Nasdaq Stock Market composite 
-index-lost-l-0 l-tofclose-at -789:42— Thc- 
Amcricun Stock Exchange market value index 
fell 0.25 to 447.60. 

Action overseas didn’t offer much to inspire 
Wall Streeters. Most major foreign stock mar- 


kets pulled back although Tokyo managed to 
eke out a small gain. On the Tokyo stock mar- 
ket, the 225-issuc Nikkei Stock Average rose 
22.5 1 points, or 0. 1 2 percent, to end the day at 
18,313.86. Stocks in London ended sharply 
lower while more moderate declines occurred 
in Frankfurt and Paris. 

Market analysts said investors held off buy- 
ing ahead of potentially market-moving eco- 
nomic data due this week. 

The hesitant stance also was evident in the 
bond markctrln late tradingrbond prices were — 
slightly depressed, which nudged interest rates 
up a bit. The main 30-ycar Treasury bond was 
trading at a price to yield 7.67 percent, up 
from 7.65 percent late Friday. 


Safety head names child seat panel

WASHINGTON — It’s too easy to install a 
child-safety seat tile wrong way and a govern- 
ment auto-safety agency Monday appointed a 
panel to try to fix the problem. 

"Nearly every day our Auto Safety Hotline 
receives a call from a frustrated parent who 
can’t understand why putting a child in a safe- 
ty scat has to be so difficult — or in some 
cases, next to impossible,” said Ricardo 
Martinez, head of the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration. 

"If should be easy (o install a child scat and 
’convenient to use, period. This is something 
the public wanted fixed yesterday,’’ Martinez 
said. 

The problem, officials and consumers say, 
is that many seat belts arc no longer anchored 
in the crack of the scat but farther forward, to 
more easily fit around adults and older chil- 
dren. That makes the bell too loose for the 
child seal. 

In other coses, the scats arc not installed 
properly or parents have not thoroughly read 
their auto manuals and arc not aware extra scat 


bell installation is required bytlie manufaciuf- 
ers to properly secure the seat. 

“A small amount of laxity in the belt when 
the car is not moving is a major problem in a 
crash,” said Martinez. \ 

He recommended that adults put their knee 
into the scat and tighten down die belt so there 
is no movement of the scat. 

NHTSA estimates that 30 percent of tho* 
70,000 outo-rclatcd injuries to children ages 
one to four in 1993 were the result of improp- 
erly installed child scats or the failure to use 
themat all. 

Half of flic 635 smalt children who died in 
car accidents that year were unrestrained. 
"That makes the child a missile or a cannon- 
ball during the crash" said Martinez. 

About 5 million child car scats arc sold each 
year, Martinez said. 

The panel includes representatives from 10 
major automobile manufacturers including the 
Big Three, a seat-belt manufacturer, four child 
scat manufacturers and a pediatrician. 

Martinez said he hopes the panel’s recom- 
mendations, due June I, will become industry 
standards voluntarily. 


Members include Joseph M, Colei la, whose 
3-year-old niece, Dana Hutchinson, was 
strapped into a car scat but suffered severe 
head and neck injuries in an accident on Sept. 
22, 1994. She died three days fatcr. 

Searching for answers, Colclla and Dana's 
father called the local dealership and were told 
their car safety scat had been installed correct- 
ly, Colella said. 

However, after consulting the car manual, 
Colclla found on page 55 that the scat belt sys- 
tem in the family’s 1 99 1 Mercury Cougar was 
incompatible with the child scat because it was 
too loose. 

“The problem is not limited to that make 
and model. Some of the most common seat 
belt systems in cars today cannot properly 
secure child safety scats," said Colclla, who 
has formed the non-profit foundation to publi- 
cize (he problem. 

“Most parents — nine out of 10 I talked 
to — arc completely unfamiliar with the 
compatibility issue — that certain scat belts 
cannot hold child safety scats," Colclla 
said.

American General Hospitality — cited 
Boise’s “vibrant economy" as a reason for 
the expansion, in a statement released 
Sunday. 

Marriott’s four-story, I67room 
Courtyard hotel is expected to create about 
60 new jobs in Boise, once the hotel at 
Broadway Avenue and Morrison Plaza 
Drive is completed. The hotel will target 
business travelers. 

Three weeks ago, Boise’s AmeriTe! Inns 
announced its plans to build a new hotel at 
ParkCcntcr Boulevurd, the site of the Idaho 
Shakespeare Festival’s outdoor theater. 
AmeriTel has not announced an expected 


completion date.

Director Clair Bowman says nnSther) hotel 
or two in Boise is nothing m&fce'than 
planned growth for the city. . j 

"We’re growing at a pace that is slower 
than the first half of 1994, but we’re still 
growing," Bowman said. "We don’t antici- 
pate any negative decline." 

When the city completed the cross-town 
connector a few years ago, it expected 
growth from River to Main and from 
Walnut and 5th Streets, said Clair 
Bowman, director of the Ada County 
Planning Association.

It is believed Agee withheld 
information about the company’s 
condition from the board, allowing 
the company to downward spiral 
catching the board off guard. 

It’s expected the company will 
announce a large loss — as much 
as SI 00 million — for the fourth 
quarter and year ended Dec. 3 1 in 
a report due the week of Feb. 20. 
Clark is particularly sensitive to 
the company's public image in 
Boise, where about 1,000 people 
work at the company’s headquar- 
ters and at a locomotive remanu- 
facturing shop. 

Morale has been especially low 
in the wake of recent and planned 
layoffs and the company’s crum- 
bling finances.
